(Continued from Yesterday) 


A citizen's guard was being formed to hold the loaded 
wagéns answers had been received from Ottawa, 
when Insp. Piercy offered to put on a police guard, which 
would protect the property from injury and at the same 
time would hold it until word had been received from 
Ottawa. This was agreed to with cheers and the meeting 
dispersed.

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 
CONDIMENTS AND FLAVORINGS 


Since all condiments are irritating, they should 
not be used to excess. They have a tendency to pro- 
mote a greater secretion of the digestive juices of 
the stomach and for this reason should be taken 
only with the protein meals. It is better to have 
the starchy meals with a bland flavor. If condi- 
ments are used at all, they should be taken with the 
meat meals when one desires a good flow of the 
stomach juices. 

When using mustard, pepper, cayenne, horse- 
radish, catsup, etc, you must remember that, when 
these seasonings reach the lower intestine. most of 
the food with which they are eaten has been 
digested and absorbed, which leaves the irritating 
portions of the condiments more and more concen- 


trated. The first result is irritation then comes 
catarrh, and finally inflammation.

Salt 


is a condiment which pleases the palate of 
every race of mankind, and of many other animals. 
Although savage races have lived without it, when- 
ever it is obtainable to any great extent human 
beings have fought and kliled each other for it. This 
craving for salt is wholly because of its agreeable 
taste, and not because the system requires it in any 
way. Common table salt is composed mostly of so- 
dium chloride, but of course, many incidental im- 
es have not been extracted. 

Organic sodium chloride is found in nearly all 
of the plants, and in meat and similar protein foods, 
and although it resembles the mineral sodium chlor- 
ide as far as chemical tests are concerned, its effect 
on the body is entirely different 

Many people claim that this salt is natural to the 
body and point out the fact that animals use it at 
every opportunity. This, of course, is no argument 
that the salt is good for animals or for humans. Salt 
is exciting to the taste buds; every animal including 
man wh ib enough to use too much of it must 
quences 


operly cooked, its taste will be im- 
proved by the addition of salt, but the first thing 
to learn is to prepare foods properly so that the 
natural salts are retained in siffictent quantiteis for 


the food to retain a desired taste. It is the height of 
folly to put salt on any uncooked vegetable. 

The use of excess quantities of salt is very in- 
urious to the kidneys and liver, and as these organs 
are unable to eliminate a large amount of salt, other 
toxins of the body are retained because of this. Such 
diseases as Bright's disease, cirrhosis of the liver, 
hardening of the arteries and high blood pressure 
can be encouraged and developed through the use 
of excess of salt.

‘SUPREME COURT 


Mr. Justice Tweedie Dis- 
misses Action of Mrs. 


Laura Abbott 


The claim, which Mrs. Laura 
Irene Abbott, a city waitress, en- 
tered for $10,000 general damage 
and $320.75 special damage against 
John Armbruster of Stony Plain, 
tumbled to pieces when Neil D. 
Maclean, K.C., turned in to cross- 
examine the plaintiff 

Mrs. Abbott suffered a broken 
right arm when the car driven by 
Mr. Armbruster collided at mid- 
night of January 5, 1931, with the 
car in which Mrs. Abbott was a 
passenger. The $320.75 was for her 
hospital bill 

“Who was with you?” asked Mr 
Maclean 

The plaintiff admitted that a girl 
friend and two gentlemen friends 
made up the party. 

“And what kind of a car was it,’ 
he continued 

The witness admitted, it was a 
small coupe and that all four had 
occupied the front seat on the mid- 
night drive from the city. 

“With four sets of legs in the 
front it would be very difficult for 
your driver to handle the brake, 
would it not?” asked counsel 


DENIED ALLEGATION 


“Oh, I've often driven four on a 
front seat before,” admitted the 
witness, who however denied that 
a gentleman friend was financing 
her action and was to get a “split” 
in the event of a substantial judg- 
ment being given 

The plaintiff also “admitted in 
cross-examination that her gentle- 
man friend who drove the car was 
convicted at Stony Plain for reck- 
less driving, as soon as she had 


been able to testify after getting 


out of the hospital 

“Have you given him a release of 
any claim for damages,” asked Mr.

Three cases were heard Tuesday 
afternoon First to be presented 
was that of Mrs. F. R. Schmidt, who 
appealed against the assessment of 
$23,020 on a lot just west of Jack- 
son Bros. She urged that there 
should be considerable reduction in 
this figure The building is assess- 
ed at $800. No appeal was made in 
connection with the building 

Represented by P. G Thompson, 
K.C., John Reidford asked a reduc- 
tion in the assessment of $900 on 
four lets in the North Inglewood 
subdivision; also reductions in as- 
essments of $1,440 on a residence 
and $3,880 on greenhouses, which 
the appellant operates 

H. S. McCowan, 10519 Saskatche- 
wan Drive, appealed against the 
assessment of $1,700 on a lot at that 
address, and also the assessment of 
$2,160 fixed on his residence 
ASSESSED HIGHER 

With reference to the land, he 
pointed out that one corner Jot in 
the block in which he resided was 
assessed at $1,500, $200 less than the 
figure on his own property which 
is located about the middle of the 
block. He stated that he was under 
the impression that corner lots 
were assessed between 25 and 35 
per cent. higher than other loca- 
tions 

Referring to the assessment of 
2,150 on his residence, Mr. Mec 
Cowan claimed that other houses 
in the same block were assessed at 
a lower figure. Even residences in 
the locality which had double the 
number of #ooms boasted by his 
own home were assessed at a fig- 
ure which was but little higher 
than his assessment 

He objected to the fact that prev- 
ious to the painting and placing of 
stucco on his home, the assessment 
figure had been $1,200. Following 
the improvements, the total had 
been bovsted by $960 

He did not believe that other as-

JUDGMENT GIVEN 


SLANDER ACTION 


A veritable judgment of Svulomon 
was delivered by Mr. Justice 
Tweedie this morning when Onuphy 
Bryndeak, a young Ukrainian 
farmer of the Redwater district 
sued his neighbor Peter dD 
Tkachyck for $700 damages for 
slander 

His lordship found that Tkachyck 
had used the words complained of 
that Bryndeak had suffered no loss 
of work or social standing thereby 
and that “there was no reason in 
the world for this action being 
brought in the supreme court 

He accordingly awarded Bryn- 
deak damages with costs on the dis- 
trict court scale; the defendant was 
allowed costs on the supreme court 
scale as he had been brought into 
the supreme court to defend. The 
defendant was also allowed to set- 
off any excess in his costs over 
those allowed the plaintiff, against 
the $25 damage award. It is a ques- 
tion which one will have to pay 


most when the judgment is 
adjusted 
Bryndaek brought his father 


mother and brother to court to testi- 
fy that when Tkackyk lost a leg 
of pork from his cellar, he came 
with a constable to the Bryndaek 
place and accused the plaintiff of 
the theft, telling him, “I can see by 
your face you stole it,” and, “Immi- 
grants in this country who steal are 
liable to be deported 

Tkackyk said he had only told 
Byrndaek the things which Con- 
stable Warrior told him to interpret 
into Ukrainian, but the court held 
that the defendant had exceeded 
the constables instruction in at- 
tempting to frighten the plaintiff 
who professed his innocence

the oldest living graduate in me- 
dicine of McGill University, who 


celebrated his 90th birthday at 


his home in Paris, Ont., on Mon- 


day last 
Dr. Lovett took his degree at 
McGill in 1870 in a world very 


different from that which he sees 
today. Not yet, though to become 
so later in the same year, was 
Manitoba a_ province Colonel 
Wolseley had to make his expedi- 
tion into Rupert's Land (now 
Manitoba) to pave the way for 
that. In the United States, Gen- 
eral Ulysses Grant was President. 
In England, Queen Victoria had 
just given her consent to the pro- 
posed, marriage that was to take 
place the next year between 
Princess Louise and the Marquis 
of Lorne, afterward to become the 
Governor General of Canadas. In 
France the people were in tur- 
moil preparatory to the outbreak 
of war between them and Prussia 
and the fall of the Third Repub- 
lic. With these and all the stir- 
ring events that followed them for 
37 years Dr. Lovett was quietly 


practising his profession in the 
town of Ayr, Ontario. He retired 
in 1907.
